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Chapter NR 400

AIR POLLUTION CONTROL DEFINITIONS

NR 400.01 Applicability; purpose NR 400.02 Diefinitions

Nole; Chapter 144, Stats., directs the department of natural resources to organize a com-
prehensive program to enhance the guality, management, and protection of the state’s air
resourees. Chapters NR 400 to 499 are one part of that program. Chapter 144 also stresses the
role of county governtuent in establishing local air pollution eontrol programs in cooperation
with the department.

The objectives of these rules are to maintain standards of air quality at a level which will
provide adequate protection to public health and welfare, and to prevent detrimental effect on
property and our enviranment,

Nothing in chs. NR 400 to 499 or in ch. 144, Stats,, prohibits a county or local jurisdietion
from adopting more restrictive ordinances where local conditions indicate their need, Chap-
ters NR 400 to 499, all or in part, may be adopted by reference by a county or municipality.

Pitis the department’s policy to seck reasonable uniformity among local air pollution con-
trol ordinances in order to make the statewide comprehensive program more effective and less
complicated for all persons concerned,

Chapters NR 400 to 499 are subject to periodic revision to reflect advancing control tech-
nology, increasing knowledge of the effect on health of sub-acute long term exposure to air
pollutants and increased knowledge of the effect of pollutants on plant life, animal life, sails,
and water resources.

NR 400.01 Applicability; purpose, (1) APPLICABILITY. This chapter ap-
plies to terms used in chs, NR 400 to 499. In addition to the definitions in
this chapter other definitions may be included in individual chapters or
sections in chs, NR 401 to 499 whieh are applicable to terms used in those
respective chapters or sections.

(2) PURPOSE, This chapter is adopted under s, 144.31, Stats., to estab-
lish a set of definitions for terms commonly used throughout chs, NR 400
to 499, Individual chapters or sections in ehs, NR 401 to 499 may eontain
additional definitions for terms unigue to an individual chapter or sec-
tion or to a specified series of chapters. If an individual chapter or section
defines a term which is also defined in this chapter, the former definition
applies in the individual chapter or section rather than the definition in
this chapter,

(1k) “Actual operation'’ means, for purposes of nonmetallic mineral
quarrying or mining, the number of calendar days on which there is oper-
ation of any blasting, drilling or other movement or transfer of naturally
ocemrring rock at a quarry or mine.

{11) “*Actual production’’ means, for purposes of nonmetallic mineral
quarrying or mining, sales amount in tons of nonmetallic mineral as mea-
sured at the quarry or mine,

{Im) “Administrator” means the adminstrator of the EPA or
designee.

{1q) “*Affected source’” means a stationary source that includes one or
more emissions units that are subjeet te an emissions reduction require-
ment, or emissions limitation under the acid rain program,

{2) “Air contaminant” has the meaning given in s, 144,30 (1), Stats.

g (3) “Air contaminant source” has the meaning given in s. 144.30 (2),
fats.

(4) “Air curtain destructor’” has the meaning given in s. 144.436 (1)
{a), Stats.

{4m) *“Air pollutant’ means an air contaminant as defined in 5. 144.30
(1}, Stats.

(5) “Air pollution” means the presence in the atmosphere of one or
more air contaminants in such quantities and of such duration as is cor
tends to be injurious to human health or welfare, animal or plant life, or
property, or would unreasonably interfere with the enjoyment of life or
property.

{5e) “Air pollution control permit” has the meaning given in s. 144,30
(3}, Stats.

(5s) “Air quality control region’” or “"AQCR" means an area desig-
nated under 42 USC 7407 or s. NR 404,03 in which a pian to maintain or
achieve air standards is implemented on a regional basis, Air quality con-
trol regions include both interstate and intrastate regions.

(6) “Air region” means an area such as an AQCR designated pursuant
to federal or Wisconsin laws in which a program to maintain or achieve
air standards is implemented on a regional basis.

(7) “Allocation of the available air resource” has the meaning desig-
nated in s. 144.30 (3m), Stats.
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(8) ““Allowable emission’’ has the meaning given in s. 144.30 (4), Stats.

(8m) “Alternate designated representative” means a responsible natu-
ral person, authorized by the owners and operators of an affected source
and of all affected units at the source to act in lieu of the designated
representative, as evidenced by a certificate of representation submitted
in accordance with 40 CFR 72.22, who may act on behalf of the desig-
nated representative to represent and legally bind each owner and opera-
tor, as a matter of federal law, in matters pertaining to the acid rain
program, .

(9) “Alternative method” means any method of sampling and analyz-
ing for an air pollutant which is not a reference or equivalent method but
which has been demonstrated to the department’s satisfaction to pro-
duce, in specific cases, results adequate for the department’s determina-
tion of compliance.

(10) “Ambient air” means the portion of the atmosphere external to
buildings and to which the general public has access.

(11) “Ambient air increment” or “air increment” means the maxi-
mum allowable increase in concentration of an air contaminant above
the base line concentration of the air contaminant,

(11m) “API” means American Petroleum Institute, 1220 L Street,
N.W., Washington, D.C. 20005.

(11q} “Applicable requirement” means all of the following as they ap-
ply to emissions units at a source, including requirements that have been
promulgated or approved by EPA or the department through rulemak-
ing at the time of permit issuance but for which compliance is required
after the date of permit issuanece:

(a) Any standard or other requirement provided for in the applicable
implementation plan approved or promulgated by EPA through
rulemaking in 40 CFR part 52;

(b) Any term or condition of any construetion permit issued pursuant
to ch. NR 405, 406 or 408 or to regulations approved or promulgated by
EPA through rulemaking under title I of the act (42 USC 7401 to 7515);

(¢) Any standard or other requirement under seetion 111 of the act (42
USC 7411); :

(17s) “Belt conveyor” means a conveying device that transports ma-
terial from one location to another by means of an endless belt that is
carried on a series of idlers and routed around a pulley at each end,

(18) “Best available control technology” has the meaning given in s,
144.30 (9), Stats.

{19) “Boiler’ means any device with an enclosed combustion chamber
in which fuel is burned to heat a liquid for the primary purpose of produc-
ing heat or power by indirect heat transfer.

(20) **Breakdown” means a sudden failure of emission control or emis-
sion monitoring equipment to function as a result of wear, failure to re-
pair, breakage, unavoidable damage, or other unintentional causes.

(21) “BTU"” means British thermal unit.

{21¢) “Bucket elevator” means a conveying device of materials con-
sisting of a head and foot assembly which supports and drives an endless
single or double strand chain or belt to which buckets are attached.

(21e) “Bulk gasoline plant” means a gasoline storage and distribution
facility which receives gasoline from bulk terminals, stores it in station-
?ry lstorage tanks, and subsequently distributes it to gasoline dispensing

acilities,

{21k) “Capacity’” means, for purposes of nonmetallic mineral process-
ing, the cumulative rated capacity of all initial erushers that are part of a
processing plant,

(21m) “Capture efficiency’ means the weight per unit time of an air
contaminant entering a eapture system and delivered to a control device
divided by the weight per unit time of the air contaminant generated by
the source, expressed as a percentage.

(22) “Capture system’ means the equipment (including hoods, ducts,
fans, ete.) used to contain, capture, or transport an air contaminant toa
control device.

{23} “Commence construction’” means to engage in a program of on-
site construction, including a site clearance, grading, dredging or landfil-
ling specifically designed for a stationary source in preparation for the
fabrication, erection or installation of the building components of the
stationary source.

_(24) “Commence modification” means to engage in a program of on-
site modification which may include site elearance, grading, dredging or
landfilling in preparation for a specific modification of a stationary
souree,

(26) “Control device” means equipment used to destroy or remove air
contaminants in a gas stream exiting a capture system prior to emission.

(26e) “Control efficiency’” means the percentage by which a control
device or technique reduces the emissions from a stationary source.

. (26m) *“Control system” means any number of control devices, includ-
ing condensers, which are designed and operated to reduce the quantity
of air contaminants emitted to the atmosphere,

(26s) “Crusher’’ means a machine used to erush any nonmetallic min-
erals, and includes, but is not limited to, the following types: jaw, gyra-
tory, cone, roll, rod mill, hammermill and impactor.

(27) “Day” means a 24-hour period beginning at midnight.

(28) “Department’ means the department of natural resources, state
of Wisconsin,

(28m) “Designated representative’” means a responsible natural per-
son authorized by the owners and operators of an effected source and of
all affected units at the souree, as evidenced by a certificate of representa-
tion submitted in accordance with 40 CFR 72.20 to 72.25, to represent
and legally bind each owner and operator, as a matter of federal law, in
matters pertaining to the acid rain program.

(29) “Direct source” means any stationary source which may directly

“result in the emission of any air contaminant at a fixed location (e.g.,

building demolition, foundry, grain elevator, gravel or stone quarry, pa-
per mill, power plant, ete.).

(30) “Emergeney electric generator” means an electric generator
whose purpose is to provide electricity to a facility if normal electrical
service is interrupted and which is operated no more than 200 hours per
vear.

(31) “Emission’’ means a release, whether directly or indirectly, of any
air contaminant to the atmosphere,

(32) “Emission limitation” or “‘emission standard” has the meaning
given in s, 144,30 (11), Stats.

(33) “Emission point’”’ means any individual opening at a fixed loca-
tion through which air contaminants are emitted.

(84) “Emission reduction option™ has the meaning given in s. 144.30
(12), Stats.

(85) “Emissions unit’” means any part of a stationary source which
emits or is capable of emitting any air contaminant.

(36) "EPA” means the United States environmental protection
agency.

{38) “Equivalent method” means any method of sampling and analyz-
ing for an air pollutant which has been demonstrated to the department’s
satisfaction to have a consistent and quantitatively known relationship
to the reference method, under specified conditions.

(89) “Facility’’ means an establishment—residential, commercial, in-
stitutional or industrial—which emits or causes emissions of air
contaminants,

(39m) “Federally enforceable” means all limitations and conditions
which are enforceable by the administrator of the U.S. environmental
protection agency, including those requirements developed pursuant to
chs. NR 440 and 446 to 449, requirements within any applicable state
implementation plan, any permit requirements established pursuant to
ch. NR 405, requirements in construction permits issued under ch. NR
408 or 408 and reguirements in operation permits issued pursuant to ch.
NR 407 and title V of the federal clean air act which are designated as
federally eniorceable,

Note: Permit or state implementation plan limitations generally considered federally en-
forceable are limitations on the allowable capacity of the equipment, requirements for the
installation, operation and maintenance of pollution control equipment, limits on hours of
operation and restrictions on amounts of materials combusted, stored or produced. To be
federally enforceable, restrictions on operation, production or emissions must reflect the
shortest practicable time period, in no event for a period in excess of 30 days, and they must be
tied to other enforceable operating restrictions at the sourde. General limitations on potential
to emit, such as yearly limits in tons per year, by themselves, are not considered federally
enforceable. The use of hourly, daily, weekly or monthly rolling averages are generally accept-
able. Any federally enforceable limitations or conditions must be praetically enforceable, en-
sure continuous compliance with the restrictions and include adequate testing, monitoring
and recordkeeping procedures in an applicable federally issued permit, in a federally approved
state implementation plan or in a permit issued under the state implementation plan,

{40} “Pixed eapital cost” means the capital needed to provideall of the
depreciable components of a stationary source.

(40e) “Fixed plant” means any nonmetallic mineral processing plant
at which the processing equipment is attached or clamped by a cable,
chain, turnbuckle, bolt or other means, except electrical connections, to
any anchor, slab or structure including bedrock,

{41} “Fuel’”’ means any solid, liguid or gaseous materials used to pro-
duce useful heat by burning,

{42) “Fugitive emission” means an emission from any emission point
within a facility other than a flue or stack,

(43) “Gasoline’”” means any petroleum distillate or petroleum distil-
latefalcohol blend having a Reid vapor pressure of 27.6 kilopaseals or
greater which is used as a fuel for internal combustion engines,
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(43b) "“Gasoline dispensing facility” means any site where gasoline is
dispensed to motor vehicle gasoline tanks from stationary storage tanks,

(43e) “Heat input’” means the total gross calorific value per unit of
time of all fuels being burned, where gross calorific value of a fuel is mea-
sured by ASTM Method D240-87, D1826-88 or D2015-91, incorporated
by reference in ch. NR 484, Where the test method gives a higher and a
lower heating value, heat input is caleculated in Btu per hour using the
higher heating value of the fuel,

(43m) “Highway'' has the meaning given it in s. 340.01 (22), Stats.
(44} “Hour” means any 3,600 second period.

(45) “Implementation plan’ means a plan adopted to implement,
maintain and enforce air standards within the state, an air region, or a
~ portion of the state or region,

(46) “Incinerator” means a combustion apparatus designed for high
temperature operation in which solid, semisolid, liquid, or gaseous com-
bustible wastes are ignited and burned to produce solid and gaseous resi-
dues containing little or no combustible material.

{46m) “Increase in the net amount of emissions™ has the same mean-
ing as the phrase “net emissions increase’ which is defined in 5. NR
405.02 (24).

(47) “Indirect source’” means any stationary source which conveys
motor vehicles or whieh attracts or may attract mobile source activity
and thus indirectly causes the emission of any air contaminant, Such in-
direct sources include, but are not limited to highways and roads; park-
ing facilities; retail, commercial and industrial facilities; recreation,
amusement, sports and entertainment facilities; airports; office and gov-
ernment buildings; and educational facilities.

(47m) “Industrial sand mine” means any mine, pit or quarry to which
the standard industrial classifieation (SIC) category number 1446 ap-
plies. FThe SI1C category for a source is determined by reference to the
Standard Industrial Classification Manual, 1987, which is incorporated
by reference in ch, NR 484,

(48) “Intersection’ has the meaning given in s, 340,01 {25), Stats.
(49) “KPa"” means kilo Pascals (1.0 kPa = 0,15 psia).

{60) “Kraft pulp” means any pulp produced with an alkaline sulfide
?_olution containing sodium hydroxide and sodium sulfide for a cooking
iquor.

(561) “Laboratory’”’ means a facility or portion of a multi-use facility
which does not produce a product for regular commercial use or sale and
which is used primarily for scientific or techniea! experimentation or ob-
servation of matter for the purpose of research, development, quality
assurance, analysis or teaching.

{(61m) “Ledge rock guarry” means any open pit to which the standard
industrial classification (SIC) category number 1411, 1422, 1423, or 1429
applies where drilling and blasting is required to extract the nonmetallic
mineral, The SIC category for a source is determined by reference to the
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Standard Industrial Classification Manual, 1987, which is incorporated
by reference in-ch. NR 484,

(52) “Light-duty trucks” means any motor vehicles rated at 3864 kilo-
grams (8500 pounds) gross weight or less which are designed primarily
for the purpose of transporting goods and materials, or derivatives of
such vehicles,

(53) “Lowest achievable emission rate” has the meaning given in s.
144,30 (15), Stats.,

{53e) “Malfunction’ means any sudden failure of air peliution control
equipment or proeess equipment or of a process to operate in a normal or
usual manner. Failures that are caused entirely or in part by poor main-
tenance, careless operation or any ather preventable upset condition or
preventable equipment breakdown are not malfunctions,

(53m) “Maximum theoretical emissions” means the quantity of air
contaminants that theoretically could be emitted by a stationary source
without control devices based on the design capacity or maximum pro-
duction capacity of the source. When determining annual maximum the-
oretical emissions, a source shall be presumed to operate 8,760 hours per
year unless its physical design precludes 8,760 hours of operation per
year. Where a source’s physical design restricts the number of hours it
may operate, annual maximum theoretical emissions shall be calculated
taking this restriction into account. In determining the maxirhum theo-
retical emissions of VOCs for a source, the design capacity or maximum
production capacity shall include the use of raw materials, coatings and
inks with the highest VOC content used in practice by the source. Realis-
tic operating conditions shall be taken into account in determining emis-
sions under this subsection.

{53s) “Minor souree’* means any stationary source which is not a ma-
jor source,

(54) “*Mobile source” means any motor vehicle or equipment other
than a semistationary source which is capable of emitting any air con-
taminant while moving {e.g., automobile, bulldozer, bus, locomotive,
motorboat, motoreycle, snowmobile, steamship, truck, ete.).

(55) “Modification” means any physical change in, or change in the
method of operation of, a stationary source that inereases the amount of
emissions of an air contaminant or that results in the emission of an air
contaminant not previously emitted, A modification does not include
any changes identified in s. NR 406.04 (4).

(55e) “Modified indirect source’” means an indirect source the modifi-
cation of which is commenced after July 1, 1975, or after the date of
issuance of the last air pollution control permit or plan approved to the
source, whichever is later.

(56) “Motor vehicle” or “vehicle’ means every seli-propelled device,
except railroad trains, by which any person or property is or may be
transported or drawn upon a highway.

(57) “Municipality” has the meaning given it in s. 144.01 (6), Stats.

{58) “New direct or portable source’’ means a direct or portable
source, the construction or medification of which is commenced affer
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April 1, 1972, or the effective date of promulgation of an emission limit
which applies.

(59) “New indirect source’ means an indirect source, the construction
of which is commenced after July 1, 1975.

(59m) “Nitrogen oxides” or “NO0,"” means all oxides of nitrogen except
nitrous oxide.

(60) “Nonattainment area” has the meaning given in s. 144.30 (21),
Stats,

(60e) “Nonmetallic mineral’”” means any of the following minerals or
any mixture of which more than half the weight is any combination of
the following minerals:

{a) Crushed and broken stone, including limestone, dolomite, granite,
traprock, sandstone, quartz, quartzite, marl, marble, slate, shale, oil
shale and shell.

{b) Sand and gravel,

{e) Clay including kaolin, fireclay, hentonite, Fuller's earth, Ball clay
and common clay.

(d) Rock salt.
- (e} Gypsum,

(f)} Sodium corhpounds, including sodium carbonate, sodium chloride
and sodinm sulfate.

(g) Pumice.

(h) Gilsonite.

(i) Tale and pyrophyllite,

(j) Boron, including borax, kernite and colemanite.
(k) Barite.

(I} Fluorospar.

(m) Feldspar.

{n) Diatomite,

{0} Perlite.

(p) Vermiculite.

(q) Mica.

(r) Kyanite, including andalusite, sillimanite, topaz and dumortierite.

(601} “Nonmaetallic mineral processing plant’ means any combination
of equipment that is used to crush or grind any nonmetallic mineral
wherever located, including but not limited to lime plants, power plants,
steel mills, asphalt concrete plants and portland cement plants.

(60m) ““Opacity’’ means the state of a substance which renders it par-
tially or wholly impervious to rays of light. (20% opacity equals one unit
on the Ringlemann Chart.)
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(61) "Operator’” means any person who leases, controls, operates or
supervises a facility, an air contaminant source, or air pollution control
equipment.

(62) “Organic compound’’ means a compound of carbon excluding car-
bon monoxide, carbon dioxide, carbonie acid, metallic carbides, metallic
carbonates and ammonium earbonate,

(63) *‘Overall emission reduction efficiency” means the weight per unit
time of an air confaminant removed by a control device divided by the
weight per unit time of the air contaminant generated by the source,
expressed as a percentage.

(64) “Ozone” means an allotropic form of oxygen found in the atmos-
phere which is a photochemical oxidant that oxidizes compounds not
readily oxidized by oxygen alone; ozone is a secondary pollutant result-
ing from the conversion of oxygen in the presence of sunlight and such
precursors as volatile organic compounds and nitrogen oxides,

(6b} ““Ozone season’ means the period from May I through September
30 of any year.

(66) ““Particulate” or “particulate matter’’ means any airborne finely
divided solid or liquid material with an aerodynamic diameter smaller
than 100 micrometers.

~ {66m) “Particulate matter emissions” means all finely divided solid or
liquid material, other than uncombined water, emitted to the ambient
air as measured by an applicable reference method or an equivalent or
alternative method specified by the department.

(67) “Parts per million” or “ppm” means parts of a contaminant per
million parts of gas by volume,

(68) "Performance test” means measurements of emissions or other
procedures used for the purpose of determining compllance with a stan-
dard of performance.

(68m) ““Permit’’ means any air pollution control permit issued by the
department under s. 144.391, Stats.

(69) “Person’’ means any individual, corporation, company, coopera-
tive, operator, tenant, lessee, syndicate, partnership, co-partnership,
firm, assoeiation, trust, estate, public or private institution, joint stock
company, political subdivision of the state of Wisconsin, state agency,
interstate agency, federal ageney, or any legal suceessor, representative,
agent or agency of the foregoing.

(69m) “PM 19 emissions” means finely divided solid or liquid material,
with an aerodynamic diameter less than or equal to a nominal 10 mi-
crometers, emitted to the ambient air as measured by an applicable refer-
ence method or an equivalent or alternative method specified by the
department.

(69s) “Portable plant” means, with reference to any nonmetallic min-
eral processing plant, any plant that is mounted on any chassis or skids
and may be moved by the application of a lifting or pulling force. In
addition, there may be no cable, chain, turnbuckle, bolt or other means,
except electrical connections, by which any piece of equipment is at-
tached or clamped to any anchor, slab or structure, including bedrock,

{70) “Portable source” means any facility, installation, operation or
equipment which may directly result in the emission of any air contami-
nant only while at a fixed location but is capable of being transported toa
different location {e.g., portable asphalt plant, portable package boiler,
portable air curtain destructor, ete.). As a type of direct stationary
souree, a medified portable source or a portable source which has never
received a plan approval or air poliution control perinit is subject to the

(71) "“Potential to emit” means the maximum capacity of a stationary
source to emit any air contaminant under its physical and operational
design. Any physical or operaticnal limitation on the capacity of a source
to emit an air econtaminant, including air pollution control equipment
and restrictions on hours of operation or on the type or amount of mate-
rial combusted, stored or processed, shall be treated as part of its design
if the limitation is enforceable by the administrator.

(72) *“"Process line” means one or more actions or unit operations
which must function simultaneously or in sequence in order to manufac-
ture or modify a product {e.g., a spray booth, conveyor and drying oven
are considered a proecess line).

(74) “Psia” means peunds per square inch absolute.

- {75) "“Reasonably available control technology™ or “RACT” means
that which provides the lowest emission rate that a particular source is
capable of achieving by the application of control technology that is rea-
sonably available considering technological and economic feasibility.
Such technclogy may previously have been applied to similar, but not
necessarily identical, source categories.

{76} “Reconstruction” means the removal of components of a station-
ary source and the substitution of those eomponents with similar new
components to such an extent that the fixed capital cost of the new com-
ponents exceeds 50% of the fixed capital cost that would be required to
construct a comparable entirely new stationary source. The term “recon-
struction” does not apply to minor sources.

(77) “Reference method’” means any method of sampling and analyz-
ing for an air pollutant as described in Appendix A of 40 CFR part 60,
incorporated by reference in ch, NR, 484,

(78) “Relocation’ means the removal of a stationary source from one
location and the siting of the stationary source at a different location,

(78m) “Remediation’ means the removal of a contaminant from a
solid or liquid material.

" (79) "Replacement” means the physical dismantling of a stationary
source and the substitution of thatf source with a stationary source which
is similar in operating capacity and function.

(80) “Residual fuel 6il’”’ means an industrial fuel oil of grade No. 4, 5or
6, as determined by the specifications in ASTM D396-89a, incorporated
by reference in ch. NR 484.

(80e) “Responsible official” means one of the following:
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(a) For a corporation:

1. A president, secretary, treasurer or vice-president of the corporation
in charge of a prineipal business function;

2. Any other person who performs similar policy or decision-making
functions for the corporation; or

3. A duly authorized representative of a person listed in subd. 1 or 2 if
the representative is responsible for the overall operation of one or more
manufacturing, production or operating facilities applying for or subject
to a permit and the.representative is approved in advance by the
department,

{b} For a partnership or sole proprietorship: a general partner or the
proprietor, respectively;

{e) For a municipality, or a state, federal or other public agency: either
a prineipal executive officer or ranking elected official, For the purposes of
this paragraph, a principal executive officer of a federal agency includes
the chief executive officer having responsibility for the overall operations
of a principal geographic unit of the agency, for example, a regional ad-
ministrator of EPA; or

(d) Notwithstanding pars. (a), (b) and (¢), for affected sources, the
designated representative,

{(80m) “Ringlemann Chart”’ means the chart published by the U.S.
bureau of mines in which are illustrated graduated shades of grey to
black for use in estimating the shade or density of smoke.

Note: One unit on the Ringlemann Chart equals 20% opacity, The Ringlemann Chart is
published as Figure 1 in “Fundamentals of Smoke Abatement,” December 1950, bureau of
mines Information Circular 7588, which s incorporated by reference in ¢ch, NR 484,

(80s) “Road’” means the entire width between boundary lines of any
way open to the public for vehicular travel.

{81) “Roadway” has the meaning given it in 5. 340,01 (54), Stats.

(81e) “Rolling 12 month average” means, with reference to only ledge
rock quarries and industrial sand mines, a monthly average caleulated
each month by adding the total actual production of the preceding 12
calendar months, and dividing the total by 12, If a new quarry has been
in existence for less than 12 calendar months, then the average shall be
calculated by adding the total actual production since initial operation,
and dividing the total by the number of calendar months subsequent to
and including the month of initial operation.

(81m) “Sereening operation” means a device for separating material
according to size by passing undersize material through one or more
mesh surfaces, screens or similar surfaces in series, and retaining oversize
material on the mesh surfaces, sereens or similar surfaces. Screening op-
eration includes any grizzly, rotating sereen or deck type screen. Screen-
ing operation does not include washers that are designed to remove un-
wanted or unnecessary material from the produet.

(83) “Secretary” means the secretary of the department of natural re-
sources, state of Wisconsin.
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{84} “Semistationary source’”’ means any facility, operation or equip-
ment that has the capability of emitting any air contaminant while mov-
ing, but generally does not emit while moving (e.g., diesel cranes, air
cc;:mpressc))rs, and electric generators such as those used at eonstruction
sites, ete.).

(86) “‘Shutdown” means the cessation of operation of a direct or porta-
ble source or of emission control equipment,

(87) “Smoke’” means all products of combustion of sufficient density to
be observable, including but not limited to carbon, dust, fly ash, and
other particles, but not including uncombined water.

(88) “Solvent”” means organic materials which are liquid at standard
conditions and which are used as dissolvers, viscosity reducers, or clean-
ing agents.

(89) “Stack’ means any device or opening designed or used to emit air
contaminants to the ambient air,

{90) “Standard conditions” means a temperature of 20°C (68°F) and a
pressure of 760 millimeters of mercury (29.92 inches of mercury).

(91) “Standard industrial classification code” or “SIC code™ means
the series of codes which classify faciiities according to the type of eco-
nomic activity in which they are engaged, as described in the Standard
giﬁusé;rial Classification Manual, 1987, incorporated by reference in ch.

484,

(93) “Standard pressure’ means a pressure of 760 millimeters of mer-
cury (29,92 inches of mercury}.

(94) “Standard temperature” means a temperature of 20°C (68°I").

(95) “Startup’ means the setting in operation of a facility or its emis-
sion control equipment for any purpose which produces emissions,

g (96) “‘Stationary source” has the meaning given in s. 144.30 {23},
tats.

(96m) “Storage bin’’ means a facility for storage, including surge bins,
for nonmetallic minerals prior to further processing or loading,

(97) “Technological infeasibility” means incapable of being accom-
plished or carried out as a matter of practicality; i.e., technically imprac-
ticable rather than technically impossible.

(98} “Thermal evaporation unit” means any device which uses tem-
peratures greater than the ambient temperature or 100 degrees fahren-
heit, which is greater, to assist in evaporating organic compounds from
soil or water,

(98m) “Total redueced sulfur” or “TRS8"” means the sum of any sulfur
containing compounds in which the oxidation state of sulfur is less than
Zero.

Note: Common examples of such compounds are hydrogen sulfide, carbonyl sulfide, di-
methyl sulfde, carbon disulGde, dimethyl disulfide and mercaptans.

(98s) “* Transfer point’ means a point in a conveying operation where
a nonmetallic mineral is transferred to or from a belt conveyor except
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where the nonmetallic mineral is being transferred to a stockpile from a
belt conveyor.

{99} “Uncombined water’” means water not chemieally or physically
bound to another materials.

(100) “Volatile organic compound” or “VOGC"” means any organic
compound which participates in atmospheric photochemical reactions.
This includes any such organiec compound other than the following com-
pounds, which have been determined to have negligible photochemical
reactivity:
